Demonstration Agt. 
Says Shrink Wool 
Goods at Home 


By Annie Lucy Lane, C ounty 
Home Demonstration Agent 


If you ever had a new wool 
dress come back from Its first 
trip to the cleaners a size too 
small, you’ll be interested in hear­ 
ing this information Wool goods 
of any kind should be properly 
shrunk before it is made up. This 
precaution was never more nec­ 
essary 
than 
today, when 
wool 
fabric is scarce and often so high- 
priced. Pressing the wool with a 
steam iron is a simple and satis­ 
factory method of shrinking if 
care is taken to hold and press 
with the weave and not to stretch 
or pull in the process. 
But without a steam iron first 
dampen the wool thoroughly and 
press It with a moderately warm 
iron under a press cloth. Rolling 
the fabric in a wet sheet ir a 
simple way to dampen it. Dip a 
sheet in water, wring it out an.1 
spread it on a table. Lay the 
wool material, flat and straight, 
on the sheet. Roll sheet and wool 
together firmly but not tightly, 
and allow it to stand overnight. 
Then press the wool on the wrong 
side under a dry press cloth. 
Don’t pull or stretch the material. 
Many 
retail stores are 
now 
shrinking all wool goods before 
they’re offered for sale, so there’s 
a point to check in buyin But 
if the fabric hasn't been shrunk, 
it may be taken to a tailor or it 
may be shrunk at home accord­ 
ing to the method described.

GENERAL ELECTION ON NOVEMBER 5 ) 


The Goods Roads Amendment is designed to guarantee by the Constitu­ 
tion that your gasoline taxes and motor vehicle registration fees will be 
used exclusively for the purpose that they were levied: BETTER ROADS 
and BETTER SCHOOLS. 


It will enable State and County road building agencies to plan long range 
road improvements with the assurance that funds anticipated for next 
year or several years hence will be available for that purpose, and will 
not have been diverted to support some other function of State Govern­ 
ment. 


In brief, this amendment will guarantee permanent financing of our 
roads on a stabilized long-range basis—and funds collected from gaso­ 
line and car registration, cannot be diverted to other uses. 
The amendment will guarantee the continued allocation of one-fourth 
the gasoline taxes to the Available School Fund.
